that the settlement would be beneficial 
to them as well as to the miners of the 
Pittsburg district, they would not hesi­ 
tate to vote for a settlement. The Illi­ 
nois miners have not ciiauged their po­ 
sition and positively decline to accept 
the terms of settlement proposed by the 
national board. 
The officials have partially met the 
argument ot the Illinois miners by ^ay - 
ing that if the Illinois delegates will 
agree to a settlement so that the miners 
of other states‘can resume w'ork , the 
Illinois operators will be torced to pay 
the price by their competitors in other 
states. Should Illinois agree to this ar­ 
rangement, Indiana and West Virginia 
will tall into line without hesitation. 
The committee on resolutions is about 
equally divided on the question of a 
settlement and will probalily present 
two reports to the convention. There 
were some fiery speeches in the execu­ 
tive session of the convention by dele­ 
gates from Ohio, Illinois and West Vir­ 
ginia. Secretary T. L. Lewis of the 
Ohio miners said that no m atter what 
action the convention took it would not 
settle the strik e, and Organizer Kay , 


gifo said he did not believe it. 
Only a few week s ago Director Gen­ 
eral Hntin of the Panama Canal com­ 
pany was 111 Washington and paid his 
respects to (5 enera I Rengifo before re­ 
turning to Pans. 
The call was unoffi­ 
cial and one of courtesy , but General 
Hutiii spok e with the greatest satisfac­ 
tion of the work being done by the 
French company , and gave no intim a­ 
tion that any transfer to English hands 
much less to the English goverumont 
was contemplated. 
All his conversa­ 
tion indicated full confidence in the 
successful completion of the project on 
Its present lines. 
Since then General 
Hutiu has gone to Paris, and other offi- < 
cials of the French company have gone 
to Colon to carry on the work .

and the convention had to perm it them 
to have their say.

work.' 
The argum ents that have been pre­ 
sented by the officials and members of 
the executive board iii favor of a settle­ 
ment have had great w eight with the 
delegates who have come to the con­ 
vention uninstructed, and even some of 
those who came w ith instructions have 
gone so far as to com m unicate w ith 
their constituents, asking to be relieved 
of instructions, that they may be free 
to vote as they deem best. 
Should this 
drift of sentim ent continue until a vote 
is taken, the proposition for a settle­ 
ment will undoubtedly be accepted. 
The question as to w hether a settle­ 
ment on th e lines proposed < an be 
made general appears to be the stum ­ 
bling block at this time, 
lf the dele­ 
gates from Illinois, Indiana, West V ir­ 
ginia and portions of Ohio were assured 
that the settlem ent would be beneficial 
to them as well as to the miners of the 
Pittsburg district, they would not hesi­ 
tate to vote for a settlem ent.

R ep o rt o f e Cone©«*i«,n to E n glan d Mot 
Hell* red. 
W ash in g to n, Sept. IO. —The atten ­ 
tion of Senor Julio Kengifo, the repre­ 
sentative of the republic of Colombia, 
was called to reports that Colombia had 
granted a concession to England to 
complete the Panam a canal, thus tran s­ 
ferring that mammoth enterprise from 
French to English hands. 
Senor Hen- 
gifo said he did not believe it. 
(.inly a few weeks ago Director G en­ 
eral H utin of the Panama Canal com­ 
pany was in W ashington aud paid his 
respects to General Rengifo before re ­ 
turning to Paris. 
The call was unoffi­ 
cial and one of courtesy, but General 
Hutin spoke with the greatest satisfac­ 
tion of the work being done by the 
French company, and gave no in tim a­ 
tion that any transfer to Euglisli hands 
much less to the English governm ent 
was contemplated. 
All his conversa­ 
tion indicated full confidence in the 
successful completion of the project on 
its present lines. 
Since then General 
Hutin has gone to Paris, and other offi- i 
rials of the French company have gone 
to Colon to carry on the work. 
It appears that the original conces­ 
sion from Colombia was a private 
French company, great 
care being 
.taken that no special privileges should 
be given to auy particular country, as 
that would be m anifestly a violation of 
the Monroe doctrine, which the U nited 
States would 
not 
tolerate. 
U nder 
these 
circumstances 
no 
concession 
could be granted to a foreign govern­ 
m ent, either by Colombia or by the 
French company, as the latter is ex­ 
pressly prohibited from granting ad­ 
vantages to any particular nation. 
Secretary Sherman stated that, while 
he had no official inform ation on the 
subject, he was convinced that there 
was no tru th in the report that G reat 
Britain had undertaken to complete 
the Panam a canal.

Biz 
months ago I was employed as a lec­ 
turer by the Edison company of New 
York to give illustrated lecture* on the 
Roentgen raya I went to most of the 
southern and middle states in my work 
and have been constantly engaged in 
experimenting with the X raya 
"About two weeks ago I was testing 
a new apparatus in my offioe and made 
an X ray photograph of my hand. I 
placed a plate on the table directly un­ 
der my apparatus. It was necessary in 
order to produce a clear picture to place 
some article between my hand and the 
plate. For fbi* purpose I generally nsed 
a piece of cardboard, but on this occa­ 
sion I was unable to find it and instead 
picked up a photograph from a pile of 
pictures that lay on the table. While 
developing the photograph later on I 
wa* interrupted and went aw'ay from 
my office for several hours. 
“ When I returned, I proceeded with 
the development of the picture of my 
hand, and to my astonishment I found 
that across it was the picture of a man's 
body.
